Women’s place in Church 
and world to be studied 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — Pope Paul has 
formed a 25-member special commission of 
priests, sisters and laity from many fields to 
study the role of women in the Church and soci- 
ety. 

The commission is temporary, independent 
of other Vatican bodies and responsible 
directly to the Pope. 

A major task of the commission, said the 
Vatican Radio, “‘is that of studying and enhanc- 
ing the position and functions for the woman 
in the Church. . . and the possibilities for real 
promotion of women in the various fields of 
life and the mission of the Church.” 

ANY ANALYSIS OF women’s role, the broad- 
cast stressed, must be carried out in the light 
of the Christian concept of women and “taking 
into account the pastoral mission of the 
Church.” 


The commission also will focus on the ‘‘man- 
woman relationship on the basis of the radical 
equality of men and women.” This will be 
based on the consideration of various condi- 
tions of life, of the happy and unhappy situa- 
tions of women in the world and their aspira- 
tions and frustrations. 

“From this analysis,’ said the broadcast, 
“there should emerge orientations capable of 
rendering both men and women more aware 
of the obstacles and possibilities connected 
with women fulfilling their role in the differ- 


ent social communities, family, professions 
and so on. 


“IT WILL BE UP TO the commission to ascer- 
tain what elements in attitudes of mind, struc- 
tures of different cultures and the various 
social milieu, need to be altered in order to 
guarantee the authentic development of 
women.” 


Chairman of the commission is Coadjutor 
Archbishop Enrico Bartoletti of Lucca, Italy. 
It includes two Americans — Sister Theresa 
Avila McLeod (not further identified) and 


Deborah Schellman, 20, a sophomore at 


Marymount College, Arlington, Va. 


Among others are Rosemary Goldie of Aus- 
tralia, vice secretary of the Pontifical Council 
on the Laity; a woman obstetrician from the 
Ivory Coast, a French woman doctor, and 
several bishops, as well as priests and sisters. 


IN THE CHURCH women may now be instal- - 


led as extraordinary ministers of the Eucharist 
to distribute Communion, but they may not be 
installed as lectors or readers (though they can 
serve in that capacity) and as acolytes. Laymen 
may now be installed in the ministries of lector 
and acolyte, as are candidates for the priest- 
hood and diaconate. 


The commission, however, is not restricted 
to examining only the role of women in the 
Church.

Teamsters reject 
bishops’ proposal

A PROPOSAL LAST week by California and 
western area bishops that farm workers be 
allowed to vote secretly whether they want to 
join a union was immediately rejected by the 
president of the Teamsters Union. 


The suggestion came from 17 bishops, includ- 
ing Bishop Leo T. Maher, at a two-day meeting 
in St. Mary’s Cathedral, San Francisco. 


Without backing either union, the bishops 
expressed “grave and serious concern” for the 
rights of farm workers in the “struggle” 
between the Teamsters and United Farm Wor- 
kers. 


THIS DISPUTE, they said, ‘completely over- 
looked and by-passed”’ the rights of farm work- 
ers to self-determination and free choice. 


“The tense struggle in the Coachella Valley 
is now spilling over into other agricultural

‘What's going on?’ 


I THINK MY FIRST confession was invalid, for a few 
old catechism reasons. First, the sacrament of penance 
requires an intention of the penitent. All I can recall is 
standing outside wonderng, “what’s going on?” Further, 
it requires the confession of “sin,” and I’m not sure I knew 
what it was. 


Many of your children do not receive the sacrament of 
penance until about fourth grade — and after first Cem- 
munion. One of the main values in this practice is to 
emphasize penance as a conscious and separate encounter 
with Christ, instead of the often ambiguous former experi- 
ences. 


Further, it is a sacrament with its own specific value, and 
not a necessary evil to “get Communion.” The practice of 
confession first “psyched” many to feel — even today, yet 
— that there is some need for confession as a Communion 
preparation. 


“BUT WHAT ABOUT all the children’s horrible mortal 
sins and the consequent sacrilegious first Communions?” 
What mortal sins? In catechism terms that’s a (1) fully con- 
scious, (2) fully deliberate (3) serious offense against God. 


| . Put personally, it amounts to deliberate total estrange- 


ment from God. A first or second grader can do things that 
drive you up a wall! But can he be responsible for com- 
pletely rejecting the God he hardly even knows yet? 

Penance is a beautiful sacrament of reconciliation and 
current practices attempt to reserve and celebrate it when 
ready.

areas of the state,” said the bishops. 

“The crucial question in this struggle has 
been and remains as follows: do the farm work- 
ers want to join a labor organization and, if 
e so, which one?” 

“THE GROWERS and the unions have a 
moral obligation to seek to know the will of 
the worker and to protect his free exercise of 
self-determination. This has not been done. 

“Therefore, we earnestly request that this 
matter be settled in the manner in which all 
fair-minded persons must agree, that is, elec- 
tion by secret ballot giving to the worker the 
right to accept either union or to reject both.” 


The bishops noted that ‘as recently as Sep- 
tember 1972 we spoke in opposition to efforts 
to deprive or restrict the right of free choice 
for the state’s farm workers. Our basis was the 
bedrock social doctrine of the Church. 

“WE ISSUE this call not as a pious exhorta- 
tion but as a grave and serious concern for the 
state’s farm workers whose legitimate rights 
must be given every consideration.” 


In rejecting the bishops’ plea, Frank Fitzsim- 
mons, head of the Teamsters, claimed in San 
Diego that his union already represents the 
majority of Coachella Valley grape pickers.

Father and Sister Senator 


They are senators all — the members of the Senate 
of Priests of the diocese and the Sisters’ Senate. But 
they do not meet together — yet. As one privileged 
to have attended meetings of both, I find the differ- 
ences more than the obvious ones of habit and sex 
(if you know what I mean). 

The priests meet once a month except during 
summer, while the sisters meet four times a year 
during school semesters. For the best part ofa day, 
they discuss activities of their various committees 
— which range from social concerns to national 
affiliation reports. 

The priests are affiliated to the National Federa- 
tion of Priests’ Councils. The sisters have their con- 
nection with the National Assembly of Women 
Religious. Both organizations reflect the post- 
Vatican II desire of priests and religious to have 
their voices heard — in comparative unison — on 
those affairs which directly affect the implementa- 
tion of their apostolates. 


Inhibited or not? 


Both groups meet in non-public sessions. One day, 
probably, there will be meetings of priests, sisters, 
brothers and lay people in some kind of pastoral 
council — open to all. 

There is one essential difference between the two 
bodies. The priests are nearly all diocesan, while 
the sisters, of course, come from many different 
orders and communities, which probably produces 
a great sense of freedom for the sisters. 

Of course, the priests have probably all celeb- 
rated their daily Mass before coming together for 
the senate meeting, but I must admit that a most 
rewarding aspect of the sisters’ meeting was the 
Mass which preceded their sack lunch, with care- 
fully prepared liturgy duplicated for all to have a 
copy. 


St. Paul the columnist 


I sometimes wonder what St. Paul would do with 
“A time to keep...” if he had this column. He was 
very often blunt. Remember his words on apostles, 
in first Corinthians? 

“People must think of us as Christ’s servants, ste- 
wards entrusted with the mysteries of God. Each one 
should be found worthy of his trust. God has put us 
apostles at the end of the parade with the men sen- 
tenced to death. Here we are, fools for the sake of 
Christ. We have no power. We are nobodies. 

“We go without food and drink and clothes. We 
are beaten and have no homes. When we are cursed 
we answer with a blessing. When we are hounded, 
we put up with it. We are insulted and we answer 
politely. 

“We are treated as the offal of the world, still to 
this day, the scum of the earth. I am not saying this 
just to make you ashamed, but to bring you to your 
senses.” 

Thus Paul, the explicit, the pertinent leader. What 
a contributor to today’s journalistic endeavors he 
would have been — heis! 


Right wing pressures

“The arch-conservative section of the Catholic 
press,” he said, is “trying to usurp the bishops’ 
authority to determine what can be taught as 
Catholic doctrine to youth.” He also charged the 
“ultra-conservative or fundamentalist Catholics” 
who write and promote this material with “journal- 
istic abuse” of theological questions. 


“They do not respect the positions of the Popes 
or the bishops who have permitted modern biblical 
and theological advances. Rather these Catholic 
fundamentalists denounce as heretical the freer 
Catholic positions that have emerged from Vatican 
Te 


Theology crisis 


Father Brown said that Catholic theology is 
undergoing a period of apparent crisis and that 
“polarization arising from lack of understanding” 
is a cause of great peril. 


He was also critical of Catholic liberals for their 
“naive enthusiasm” for new knowlege and their 
scorn for “old-fashioned doctrine.” And for all of us 
he put into perspective the place of theologians, 
stressing that they merely “contribute” towards the 
reformulation or modification of ancient doctrine. 


“No theologians,” said Father Brown, “no matter 
how impressive the evidence, can formulate 
Catholic doctrine.” They put their evidence at the 
service of the official magisterium and there is 
no tendency in them to usurp the teaching author- 
ity of the Church.

Editorial 


Vocation of ‘elder’ 


At this moment, when the vocations picture has 
as many variations as there are apostolates, 
it is useful to recall what St. Paul considered 
the essentials in a church “elder.” He wrote 
to Titus: 


“Each of them must be a man of irreproachable 
character. Since, as president, he will be 
God’s representative, he must be irreproach- 
able, never an arrogant or hot-tempered man, 
nor a heavy drinker or violent, nor out to make 
money. 


“He must be a man who is hospitable and a 
friend of all that is good — sensible, moral, 
devout and self-controlled. 


“And he must have a firm grasp of the unchang- 
ing message of the tradition, so that he can 
be counted on for both expounding the sound - 
doctrine and refuting those who argue against 
it.” 

St. Paul also had some typically forthright words 
for the people of the Church. In the letter to 
Hebrews, often attributed to him, he writes: 
“Obey your leaders and do as they tell you, 
because they must give an account of the way 
they look after your souls. Make this a joy for 
them to do and not a grief — you yourselves 
would be the losers.”

“Debe ser apegado a la fe verdadera, con- 
forme a la doctrina recibida; pues tiene que 
ser capaz de guiar en la sana doctrina y 
también de rebatir a los que la atacan.” 


San Pablo tuvo también algunas tipicas y muy 
directas palabras para las gentes de la Igle- 
sia, en la carta a los Hebreos; escribio asi: 
“Obedeced a vuestros pastores y haced lo 
que ellos digan, porque ellos cuidan de 
todas vuestras almas y tienen que rendir 
cuenta de ello. Ojala que encuentren ellos 
razones de alegrarse mas bién que de que- 
jarse; esto seria perjudicial para vosotros.” 
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... The priestly ministry, since it is the 
ministry of the Church itself, can only 
function in the hierarchical union of the 
whole body... With a willing heart let 
them spend and even exhaust them- 
selves in whatever task they are given, 
even though it be menial and 
unrecognized. 


Vatican Council Il Decree on 
the Ministry and Life of Priests 


Prejudice comes from a fear of uncer- 
tainty. Feeling uncomfortable with 
ambiguity we try to construct a rigid pat- 
tern for success. Jonah thought he had it 
all figured out: only an Israelite had a right 
to God’s mercy and all others were 
excluded. 


Faith is the root of salvation. No one has 
a right to mercy any more than he has a 
right to be born. We are dependent upon 
God and must trust that his mercy will lead 
us to salvation. 


St. Paul says it beautifully: “I am no lon- 
ger trying for perfection by my own efforts, 
the perfection that comes from the Law, but 
I want only the perfection that comes 
through faith in Christ. 


“All I want is to know Christ and the 
power of his resurrection and to share his 
sufferings by reproducing the pattern of his 
death. That is the way I can hope to take 
my place in the resurrection of the dead. 
Not that I have become perfect yet: I have 
not yet won, but I am still running, trying 
to capture the prize for which Christ Jesus 
captured me” (Philippians 3:9+). 


Jonah had come to a similar conclusion; 
for in seeing the failure of his own way to 


salvation Jonah cried out to Yahweh: 
“From the belly of Sheol I cried. And you 
have heard my voice. You cast me into the 
abyss, into the heart of the sea, and the flood 
surrounded me....But you lifted my life from 
the pit, Yahweh, my God... 

“I remembered Yahweh, and my prayer 
came before you... those who serve worth- 
less idols forfeit the grace that was theirs 
... the vow I have made, I will fulfill. Sal- 
vation comes from Yahweh” (2:3-10). 

When we let go of our idolatrous claim 
of being right in our own conceits and 
depend upon God it feels at first as though 
we have been cast into the pit. But in cal- 
ling out to God and returning once more to 
a faithful fulfillment of our vows God will 
be our surety, our rock. 

Jonah’s recovery from the fish and his 
obediently going off to fulfill his unwel- 
comed mission is a lesson to us that the 
resurrection makes trust in God as easy as 
it is able to be. Trust in what we have con- 
trol over would not be trust at all!

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Seminarians’ federation 
votes for women priests 


CHICAGO (RNS) _ 
Admittedly risking a strong 
reaction from U.S. bishops, 
the National Federation of 
Catholic Seminarians’ 
House of Delegates 
approved a resolution cal- 
ling for ordination of 
women as priests. 

Delegates from 45 sem- 
inaries in national con- 
vention, voted 37 to 12 
for the resolution, with 
eight abstaining. (St. Fran- 
cis Seminary of the San 


Diego diocese is not 
affiliated.) Among 150 
delegates were three 


women divinity students at 
a Catholic seminary in 
Indianapolis. 


APPROVAL of the resolu- 
tion brought various reac- 
tions, including “the 
bishops will not like it” and 
“T don’t think the laity are 
ready for this.” Another 
objection was that the fede- 
ration, only in its second 
year, was not strong enough 


“to put its head on the 
block” with such a state- 
ment. 

An attempt to table the 
proposal until next year 
was defeated. Debate came 
to a close after a member’s 
comment that the NFCS 
platform was merely a 
voice, and that “making this 
statement tonight is not 
going to change the Church 
tomorrow. It goes along 
with other proposals in sup- 
port of the bishops’ Cam- 
paign for Human Develop- 
ment and their statements 
against abortion.” 


The resolution urged the 
NFCS “to encourage 
acceptance of women in 
faculty positions, invite 
women to offer workshops 
and lectures and discus- 
sions on aspects of women’s 
role in the Church and 
encourage women students. 


“THE NFCS recognizes 
the legitimate role of Chris- 


tian women in the leader- 
ship, guidance and 
ordained ministry of the 
Church.” 


Referring to the Supreme 
Court decision on abortion, 
the NFCS stated: “We as 
Christians believe abortion 

. to be a serious and 
alarming moral wrong, and 
therefore recognize our 
responsibility to save the 
lives of the unborn and pre- 
serve the dignity and sac- 
redness of human life: Be it 
resolved that the NFCS 
inform the bishops of its 
opposition to abortion as 
defined above and of its 
added support of pro-life 
movements.” 


The NFCS urged each of 
its regions to cooperate 
with pro-life movements, 
back constitutional amend- 
ments for the protection 
of all life, and “motivate 
and encourage the whole 
Church to do the same.”

‘Miracle children’ — and abortion 


Sister Mary Placida, executive 
director, Mercy Hospital and Medi- 
cal Center, San Diego, writes of the 
inalienable right to life and the Sup- 
reme Court’s “inconceivable” posi- 
tion on life and death in this article 
from the Mercy Shield. 


mother. For in truth we are not speaking 
of unwanted children — only of unwanting 
parents! 


There are some who will contend that 
an unborn child is not viable, or that some- 
one’s “rights” are superseding the right of 
that child to life. They cannot have seen 
the miracle of the birth of a premature 
infant. They cannot have seen the terrible 
struggle he makes to come into this world 
and survive — his fight to live. They have 
never experienced the joy of helping a 
child grow and thrive against all odds. 


WE AT MERCY have seen this miracle. 
We are dedicated to the preservation of 
all life and in seeing these “miracle chil- 
dren” grow, our respect for the life of 
everyone is only strengthened as is our 
conviction that human life is a gift of God 
and only God who gave that life has the 
right to take it away. 


THE SUPREME COURT of the United 
States has ruled capital punishment of a 
convicted criminal as being “cruel and 
unusual punishment,” and, in its decision, 
has made it clear that no one person or 
no court has the right to condemn a person 
to death — for whatever reason. 


“It seems inconceivable that this same 
body of people has chosen to declare war 
and issue death warrants to those yet to 
be born — to those innocent of all crime, 
moral or legal. And yet, in their decision 
to allow abortion they have done just that. 

The struggle to live has been going on 
from the beginning of time, and will con- 
tinue forever. We have lived through our 
wars and deplored the losses of other 
lives. We have fought against illnesses, 
accidents, and disease and we have been 
saddened at the toll they have taken, and 
have rejoiced over the cures and the pre- 
ventions. And now our lawmakers have 
decided that our children do not have any 
of these rights if the mother chooses not 
to give them. 


In another time in our not-too-distant 
past, the birth of a child was hailed as a 
“blessed event,’ and by many as a 
“miracle.” Life was precious to us then, 
perhaps because people had to work so 
hard just to stay alive. 


OUR DOCTORS AND medical personnel 
have made tremendous strides in all 
areas. They have helped to cure what were 
once thought to be incurable diseases and 
with the help of God have given mankind 
the gift of longer life. Is it right for a woman and her doctor 
to decide to terminate life? After all, what 
is any murder except the decision by one 
person that another does not have the 
right to live! 


Now our lawmakers have given another 
task over to our doctors — that of taking 
a life that becomes “inconvenient” to the 
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Polka, sauerkraut and a bishop's ordination

A NUMBER of bills pend- 
ing in the state legislature 
are of concern to Catholics. 
A listing by the California 
Catholic Conference 
includes: 


—SB 575 to protect hospi- 
tals, doctors, nurses and 
other medical personnel 
and medical students from 
participating in abortion 
procedures. 


—AB 1597 to define the 
rights of hospitals in abor- 
tion cases. 


—AB 447 and AB 448 to 
require maintenance of 
state hospitals for mentally 
retarded and _ multiple 
handicapped at existing 
levels pending legislative 
investigation. 
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—SB450 and 10 other 
similar bills to make the 
death penalty legal for cer- 
tain crimes, punish by 
death those convicted of 
first degree murder and 
provide for life in prison 
with or without parole. 


—AB 63 to seek funds to 
implement last year’s nutri- 
tion act for aging and 
SB 528 to seek tax 
assistance for the aging. 


—AB 212, AB 558, AB 559, 
AB 790 and others to pro- 


vide for the greater use of 


bilingual workers in educa- 
tion, and to require that 
some business advertising 
and contracts be done in 
Spanish and English.

that the prelate was ‘“‘on his 


way up to becoming a cardi- 
nal.” 


Cardinal John Krol, of 
Philadelphia, chief consec- 
rator at the bishop’s ordina- 
tion, noted that Bishop 
Rausch’s salary as adminis- 
trator of the bishops’ con- 
ference would be exactly 
the same after his ordina- 
tion as it was before. “We 
have a budget problem,” he 
said, grinning. 


RETIRED St. Cloud 
Bishop Peter W. 
Bartholome, who ordained 
Bishop Rausch 16 years ago 
and referred to him as “my 
son,” said he had been 
“waiting for 30 years for the 
National Conference of 


Catholic Bishops to receive 
inspiration from the Mid- 
west, where the faith is 
rugged and deep.”

“This is the keynote of the 
ministry of John the Bap- 
tist, a man sent from God. I 
pray that it may also be the 
theme of my ministry as a 
bishop. 


“BUT THIS mandate — 
“To Prepare the Way’ — is 
also the task and vocation 
of each of us. We are all 
sent from God with a spe- 
cial role to play in prepar- 
ing the way for Him in the 
world around us. Let us 
pray together that we may 
all be faithful messengers, 
faithful bearers of the mes- 


sage about God entrusted to 
us.” 


Bishops Rausch’s ordina- 
tion may have had German 
flavor, but the Polish in the 
diocese had their chance, 
too. 


Cardinal Krol and Bishop 
Rausch came to Gilman, 
Minn. — a town of 100 — to 
celebrate Mass, and were 
received in a traditional 
Polish welcome reserved 
for visiting prelates. (There 
are 22 predominantly Pol- 
ish parishes in the area.) 
The welcome included a 
ride through the town in a 
fringed surrey.

Pedestals are crumbling, 
mere humans emerging, 
to answer a call 

that demands everything 


By Beryl Newman 


THERE IS only one Christian vocation. It is 
in the response to Christ’s universal call that 
differences arise. 


But in the wide diversity of apostolates, the 
many avenues of service which that response 
dictates, the dedication to ministry within the 
Church has been the most unique, the most 
challenging — and the most misunderstood. 


For centuries and for countless millions of 
people the ministry has been the calling most 
faithful to the image of Christ, most devoted 
to the pursuit and realization of the Christian 
ideal — the ultimate vocational response. 


Awed and confused by a commitment beyond 
their experience, the people of God — the laity 
— have, in the past, withdrawn involuntarily 
from their ministers and elevated them to an 
unrealistic isolation, an enforced loneliness. 


PRIESTS AND religious were encased — not 


always reluctantly — in a mystery and mys- 
tique imbued with all the elements of remote 
sanctity, authority and leadership and set 
apart from the “ordinary man.” 


Today pedestals are crumbling and the mold 
has shattered. Priests and religious are emerg- 
ing as “ordinary” people, with human needs, 
doubts, anguish and difficulties. 


They differ only in their choice of mission, 
their longing to be worthy of a calling that 
demands nothing less than everything they are 
or have to give. 


THERE ARE some who see in the much- 
publicized “defections” of priests and sisters, 
the death-knell of the priesthood and religious 
life. Others see only the pruning of unwieldy 
branches and errant shoots for the greater 
health of the plant. 


“No group of professional men in the world. 


has gone through what priests have experi- 
enced since 1965,” Father Eugene Schallert SJ, 
leading Jesuit authority on the priesthood and

vocations, has said. “Most of us have survived 
the turmoil. Fifteen per cent have not. But that 
means that 85 per cent have.” 


That 85 per cent are facing new challenges 
with new.attitudes and new questions. Father 
Neal Dolan, diocesan director of vocations, 
approaches his work with characteristic origi- 
nality: ; 

“VOCATIONS work is not so much what we 
ean do with the young but what we can do with 
priests ... We have to respond to the need for 
prayer life among priests. You might say there 
is a need for real charismatic renewal among 
priests so that their peace and happiness is an 
example. In this way young persons will want 
to follow in the vocation to the priesthood.” 


Other young priests share this viewpoint. 
“We have to shuck the old image and show 
young people that the priesthood is very much 
where the people are,” Father Charles Sinatra, 
vocational director for the Society of the 
Divine Word in Riverside, said recently. “Our 
joy and conviction in what we do must show 
in all our contacts with the community.” 


Religious leaders agree that ministry has 
suffered a period of crisis, although a number

seem to feel that that crisis has passed and a 
new spirituality and strength has emerged. 


“THE BIGGEST crisis was shortly after the 
Second Vatican Council,” said Abbot Primate 
Rembert Weakland, head of the Benedictine 
Order. “But now we are finding that people 
sense the need for a great deal of profundity, 
so that ‘interiority’ is the key word today.” 


The Jesuits too, despite their activities in the 
forefront of “way-out” movements, are caught 
up in a renewed interest in prayer and spiritu- 
ality, according to Father Richard Hill, SJ, 
president of Berkeley School of Theology. 


“We are going back to the Spiritual Exercises 
of St. Ignatius in a huge rush,” he says. “We 
are consciously and deliberately spending 
more time in personal prayer.” 


_ THIS RENEWED sensitivity to the real 
meaning of the vocation to ministry is, in a very 
real sense, a reaction to the highly exploited 
apologia offered by those who have abandoned 
the ministry in the full glare of publicity. With 
priests and sisters apparently departing with 
alacrity, those remaining ‘must answer the 
question, “Why do you stay?” 


Father Robert Griffin, CSC, author of In the 
Kingdom of the Lonely God, answers simply, 
“At this point in my life, I do not know of any 
other way to integrate my faith in God with my 
love for people than in my life as a priest... 
I don’t really mind being a priest; as a matter 
of fact, I rather love it. 


“I FIND great beauty and truth in the Church 
and for all its failures as an institution, I really 
wouldn’t know how to function without it. I 
would rather receive my absolutes from Rome, 
my dogmas from Paul, than the faculty of the 
Divinity School at Yale.” 


Awareness of the unquestionable. value of 
personal witness in religious commitment has 
apparently been reinforced rather. than 
weakened by the difficulties of recent years. 


“The priesthood is essential to the Church,” 
says Father Warren Rouse, OFM, faculty 
member of St. Francis Seminary, San Diego. 
“and although priests know they can never live 


up to the ideal of Christ, yet faith in the gospel - 


draws us into leadership in the Church — not 
in the sense of an elite, but as ministers and 
servants. 


“AS A FRANCISCAN, I believe there is still 
a tremendous and unique witness in the Fran- 
ciscan emphasis on poverty and detachment. 
Even the notion of celibacy has a great deal 
to say as a sign of the transcience of earthly 
attachments, without diminishing our 
appreciation of human, created love.” 


Personal witness is also community witness, 
assert the Brothers of Charity of the Immacu- 
late Heart at Beaumont, who see “authentic 
community as an expression of Christian 
maturity. The group accepts the world for what 
it is, it sees God’s presence in it. Accepting the 
world, the community strives to do justice to 
its role as a witness of Christ.” 


In religious communities of women, change 
appears to be stabilizing, Father Weakland 
believes. “They want to maintain community 
life, prayer and exchange. The old individual- 
ism is dying out. There is a deepening of 
prayer.” 


BUT SISTER Ethne Kennedy, president of 
the National Assembly of Women Religious, 
points to possibilities of greater change ahead. 
“We have to get to the deeper question of what 
is ministry,” she said recently: “What are the 
needs of those being ministered to? We are on 
the threshold of discovering ministry.” 


She observes women moving away from the 
traditional specialization in education and 
becoming more and more active in multiple 
ministries. 


To the same question, ‘Why do you stay?” 
women religious may reply in the words of Sis- 
ter Eleanor McNally, secretary of the Sisters’ 
Senate of this diocese: “I feel that religious life 
and the vocation of women to it is equally as 
valid today as in the past.

Loneliness and priests 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about... priests and long distance run- 
ners, and what they have in common. 


On the loneliness of long distance run- 
ners lam not qualified to comment. My cir- 
cle of acquaintances is restricted to 
automobile and motorcyele drivers and 
the occasional 500-yard jogger. 


The loneliness of priests as a topic of 
conversation owes its place to hearsay and 
a ‘considerable number of books and arti- 
cles or self-analysis and evaluation by 
priests themselves. 


IT IS DIFFICULT for many Catholics to 
conceive that their priests might find the 
busy rectory a lonely place... or might 
suffer a feeling of alientation from the 
people they serve. 


Loneliness is usually something we 
reserve for the old or widowed — or those 
spinsters and bachelors who live alone 
and don’t like it. 


Too often it seems to signify the condi- 
tion of aloneness, of not belonging, nor 
being cared about by someone near and 
dear. 

PRIESTS ARE so much a part of the lives 
of the laity — a sort of extension of the 
family unit — and deeply important to us, 
that it seldom occurs to us that they may 
not be aware of their standing with us. 


We are very circumspect in our manner 
and speech with the clergy. Perhaps 
because their very dedication frightens us. 
We may admire and follow such men, but 
we are shamed by dedication, and made 
awkward. 


Whatever the reason, many a priest must 
have lain awake into the early hours of the 
morning, racked by a sense of failure or 
inadequacy because we have not made 
him see his effectiveness as a priest. 


I WONDER WHY we feel that once a man 
is ordained, he no longer requires the 
assurance that he is needed, appreciated 
and loved? As though to be a priest is to 
be not quite human. 


Perhaps we are too intimidated by the 
, thought that here is Christ in our midst, 
and divinize the poor man beyond a ped- 
estal to a delicately ethereal cloud! 

We expect priests to be more Christian 
than we ever hope to be. To love without 
the need to be loved. To give without 
desire to receive.

A DIRECTOR of vocations once told his 
seminarians that “there is no such thing 
as a lonely priest; only one who has not 
loved enough.” 

It is a beautiful thought. And true — up 
to a point. 

When one truly loves — in the full Chris- 
tian sense — all thought of self disappears 
and one is so involved in the happiness 
of others there is neither time nor desire 
to reflect on one’s own. 


THE CURE OF ARS was probably never 
lonely. Not that he would have had much 
time to realize it if he had been, spending 
19 hours out of 24 in the confessional, as 
they say! 

Was Mary ever lonely, after Jesus left 
her for his public ministry? What mother 
would not be? ; 

I think priests must be lonely... because 
loneliness is a Christian condition. To love 
and be separated from the Beloved is a 
loneliness of a special kind. There is no 
cure but union with the loved one. 


TO LOVE CHRIST and suffer separation 
is to know that loneliness — just as Christ 
knew it on earth, apart from his Beloved 
Father. 


The lone figure praying in the wilder- 
ness was not immune to the deep ache of 
isolation. He was always a man apart; a 
man of compassion and capable of strong 
passions, but apart. 


A priest, however closely he may 
associate with his people, must also 
always be a man apart. Like Christ, he is 
a man with a mission, a mission which will 
end in union with Love. : 


LIKE CHRIST, he will be lonely, but in 
his loneliness he should be aware that he 
is loved — as Christ was. He should be 
aware that he is brother and Father to the 
families of his parish, and that his place 
in their hearts is unique. 


He should know also, contrary to the 
prophets who foresee the redundancy of 
the priesthood, that we, the people of the 
Church, need him today more than ever, 
with a need that has nothing to do with 
the structure or the laws of the Church. 


It exists strictly on a _ heart-to-heart 
basis.

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Church music should be ‘relevant’ and ‘raise us up’ 


By Sister Brenda Monteil 


Sister Monteil, a member of the Diocesan Music 
Commission, teaches at the San Luis Rey 
Academy, Oceanside. She lectures in the diocese 
on parish music and is currently working on a 
PH.D. in music. 


RELEVANCY is not only a common word in 
the Church today; it has become a slogan! “The 
Church has to become more relevant” is the 
cry. 


“Relevant” is derived from the Latin 
relevans, meaning “raising” or “lifting up.” 
The idea is appropriate to the essential con- 
templative attitude that has always been 
important to the Church and intimately bound 
up with its great mission to lead men to the 
experience of the eternal. 


IS NOT the essence of faith the deep experi- 
ence of those things which cannot be explained 
in words, the lifting of oneself beyond the 
everyday world of existence? 


Such relevancy goes beyond simply “making 
things more understandable to people.” The 
mission of the Church should be to raise man’s 
whole being above himself, to lift him to an 
awareness of others, to help him transcend the 
everyday world and enter into the great and 
transcendent beauties of the eternal. 


Music in the Church must be of the quality 
which transcends the present and “raises up” 
or “lifts up” one’s whole being to the eternal 
— to the recognition of the oneness of life, to 
the great and powerful movement of mankind 
back towards the Oneness of all Creation. 


SUCH MUSIC gives strength and power in 
man’s life. It moves him on to greater things. 
It develops a sensitivity within him toward all 
of nature and life. It raises him to God.— the 
source of all vision. ; 


Great music can do this because it is not just 
a temporary pleasurable experience — an 
experience of a fleeting moment. It is a pro- 
foundly spiritual experience which leads man 
to contemplate the vastness of the world in an 
eternal “now.” It is intimately bound up with 
the contemplative mission of the Church. 


American philosopher Suzanne Langer 
speaks eloquently about the quality of art and 
music in the Church when she says, in Feeling 
and Form: 


Today the Church tolerates utterly bad paint- 
ing and sculpture, and banal music, in the 
belief that saccharine Virgins and _ bar- 
bershop harmonies are “nearer to the 
people” than the “distanced”. visionary 
Madonnas to which great artists gave (and 
still give) their souls and skills... They cor- 
rupt the religious consciousness that is 
developed in their image, and even while 
they illustrate the teachings of the Church 
they degrade those teachings to a level of 
worldly feeling. Bad music, bad statues and 
pictures are irreligious because everything 
corrupt is irreligious. Indifference to art is 


Question: 


Several people I have spoken to find 
difficulty in explaining what the 


the most serious sign of decay in any institu- 

tion. 

IN THE GUISE of relevancy, in our attempt 
to make things “more understandable to 
people,” we have ignored thé great treasury of 
Church music, including Gregorian chant. 


We have sought out anything ‘contem- 
porary,” thinking that such music will be more 
meaningful to the congregation. 


We forget that great music has never been 
concerned with the everyday existence of life 
but with visions of the eternal. The time in his- 
tory when a piece of music was composed is 


not the criterion for its value or worth. Its very 
timelessness places it above the judgment of 
time. Such music is a living inspiration of great 
visions documented in sound. 


WHY DO WE have difficulty in recognizing 
that it is only when we consistently use great 
music in the Church that we are actually being 
relevant? Why has our failure to believe in this 
truth caused such mediocrity in our choice of 
Church music? 


We are a people living in the world of enter- 


‘tainment — in the realm of immediate under- | 


standing with our senses bombarded day after 
day with sensuous experiences. 


We have become immersed in surface 
experiences — in moments aimed at making 
us “feel good,” in moments which in effect help 
us to “escape” reality rather than become 
immersed in it. 


WE SAY WE have become more relevant 
because the music we use is more understand- 
able to people. But usually it lacks depth, origi- 
nality, vision. 

It is uninspired and gives only an experience 
of the present moment, and is unworthy to be 
called relevant. 


Question: 


As our Church does not recognize 
divorce, what is the status for Question: 


A belief in the great transcendent power of 
music places ‘a grave responsibility upon the 
Church musician today because it demands 
study, meditation and good hard work. Church 
is not a place to be entertained. If we approach 
Church music in this fashion, the music we 
choose will die out with the age since it will 
comment only on the present moment. 


We live today with the myth that good artistic 
music has to be difficult. Yet, some of our 
greatest music is simple. 


A CHOIR or congregation does not have to 
begin singing bad music under the guise that 
it is easier and then proceed to better music. 
We must begin with easy good music and then 
we will be able to proceed to more difficult 
good music. Difficulty is no criterion for good 
music. 


But how can one judge the greatness of 
music? It is not just a matter of taste but of 
judgment based on aspects within the music 
itself; hence, a plea and a necessity for well 
trained musicians in the Church. 


To make an aesthetic judgment on the qual- 
ity of music is very difficult because it 
demands a keen musical sense — continually 
nourished by the study and performance of 
music. 


EACH STYLE of music has unique qualities. 
We sometimes pit one style against another 
with the judgment that one is better than the 
other. There is music of good and bad quality 
in every style. 


Folk music is often compared with other 
styles of music as being inferior. Just because 
it is folk music does not mean it is inferior 
music. Great folk art does not reduce itself (nor 
does any other great music) to simple struc- 
ture. 


The Church has always been the custodian 
of the arts — the preserver and the cultivator 
of the arts. Our musical heritage is a vast treas- 
ury. We must not leave the great music masters 
on the shelves of our music libraries and 
become caught up in desiring only the pro- 
ducts of our technological age. 


GREGORIAN chant and some music by 
Schutz, Victoria, Palestrina, or Bach, for exam- 
ple, is as relevant today as it was in ages past 
and the Church in its documents has always 
proclaimed this. It is we who have forgotten 
our mission as Church musicians. 


Meaningfulness and relevancy in the Church 
will come, I believe, when we restore to our 
own understanding the meaning of the 
Church’s original mission — its contemplative 
mission to “lift up” and “raise ” the minds and 
hearts of people to God, to man, to life in its 
totality. This is relevance. 


The vitality of the Church will depend on its 
attitude. If it is an attitude evidenced continu- 
ally in entertaining or amusing its people, it 
will never achieve relevancy and the breath 
of fresh air blowing through the window 
opened by Pope John XXIII will become stag- 
nant.

word “liturgy ” means, and in our dis- 
cussion about the synod it keeps 
cropping up.

There is an etymological dispute whether 
the word means “work of the people” or 
“work for the people.” But that is theoreti- 
cal. For all practical purposes, “liturgy” 
means the public worship of the Church. 
Included would be the Mass and other sac- 
raments, the Divine Office and benediction 
of the Most Blessed Sacrament. Synodal 
deliberations, consequently, will touch 
upon such topics as the presidential style 
of the celebrant, the choice of music for 
Mass, church architecture and the forma- 
tion of parish worship teams: in short, any- 
thing involving our public worship.

Are they allowed to attend 
Mass? And most important: are they 
forbidden from receiving Holy Com- 
munion? 


The Church does indeed affirm that a sac- 
ramental marriage bond cannot be broken 
while both parties are living, but She per- 
mits a civil divorce so that legal rights are 
protected. 


A divorced but not remarried person must 
subscribe to the same moral norms applic- 
able to any unmarried person. As long as 
these are complied with, he (she) may 
receive Holy Communion, as well as other 
sacraments. Whatever their status, all 
Catholics are bound to the Sunday obser- 
vance (except one who has been excom- 
municated under the special heading of 


Our priests and lectors have a habit 
of singing very loudly into their mic- 
rophones and it comes over very 
strongly through the church, so 
much so that it puts me off singing.

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Archbishop calls for ‘more structure’ 


‘Seminaries must be proving grounds’ 


NEW ORLEANS (RNS) — 
The formation of a priest 
must be done in the semi- 
nary, not after ordination, 
Archbishop Philip Hannan 
of New Orleans told the 
National Catholic Educa- 
tional Association. 


U.S. bishops, he said, are 
“deeply concerned” that 
seminary life “be approp- 
riate and adequate for the 
fulfillment of the mission of 
the priest today and during 
his entire life.” 


Seminary training must 
include “‘the participation, 
the discussion, the joining 
in prayer — all must be 
done in the seminary as 
preparation for the pas- 
toral ministry,” he said. 


“THIS CALLS for not less 
structure, but more struc- 
ture ... In general, forming 
a community means having 
a rather precise schedule. 
No community grows 
together by separating and 
remaining as distant as pos- 
sible, and no community is 


a true community in which 
there is no tolerance of a 
differing opinion.” 


' Archbishop Hannan said 
the entire seminary prog- 
ram, permeated with “reve- 
rence and silence and with 
a concern for mutual help, 
must be structured as an 
introduction to the kind of 
life a seminarian will lead 
as a priest.” 


Observing that a 
seminarian does not 
“become a new man” dur- 
ing the rite of ordination, 
the archbishop asserted, “‘it 
is absolutely necessary that 
the seminarian participate 
as much as possible in the 
work of the sacred ministry 
— to ascertain his correct 
understanding of the role of 
the priest and his capacity 
to perform it.” 


A FULLY developed and 
supervised pastoral train- 
ing program is of ‘utmost 
importance,” to the devel- 
opment of a good priest, 
and “life in the seminary is 


a continuum — life in the 
family, life in the seminary, 
life in the priesthood.” 


Referring to the work of 
the bishops’ Committee on 
Priestly Life and Ministry, 
Archbishop Hannan said it 
feels “there must be a 
spiritual norm for the 
priesthood today because 
the priesthood is a super- 
natural and spiritual en- 
tity.” 

This norm involves two 
facets which are “pivotal” 
for success or failure in the 
ministry — evaluation and 
attitude towards authority. 


STATING that the need 
and method of evaluating 
performance in the minis- 
try are “germane to semi- 
nary training,” the prelate 
said the best time for a stu- 
dent to. profit from testing 
and criticism is during his 
seminary years. 

The committee’s conclu- 


sions on authority are sim- 
ply a response to Vatican II 


directives which declared: 
“Let discipline be exer- 
cised, then, in a way which 
will develop in the students 
an internal attitude by 
which the 
superiors will be accepted 
through an act of personal 
conviction, that is, con- 
scientious and for super- 
natural reasons.” 


“Our report,” said the 
archbishop, “calls for grea- 
ter unity between bishop 
and priests with the grant- 
ing of a right of expression 
in the election of bishops to 
the local priests.”

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When new member 
institutions are added, 
33,036 were enrolled in 189 
seminaries last October 
(the period when the 
figures were compiled). 


TAKING INTO account 
the addition of schools to 
the AATS accredited list, 
over-all seminary enroll- 
ment, like Church member- 
ship, has remained fairly 
stable over the past few 
years. 


Most of the new AATS 


members are long- 
established Catholic 
seminaries. Prior to the 


1960s, the AATS included 
few Catholic institutions. 


It now has 50, as well as 


some Eastern Orthodox 
seminaries. The AATS was 
opened to Jewish 


seminaries two years ago 


From 1971 to 1972, stu- 
dents seeking professional 
degrees at the 184 schools 
reporting in both years 
increased 2.7 per cent. 
Those in graduate prog- 
rams, such as doctorates 
qualifying persons to teach, 
dropped 13.1 per cent, 
almost 5 per cent higher 
than the decrease regis- 
tered the previous year. 


Over 73 per cent of the 
professional, or regular, 
seminary students in 1972 
enrolled in basic programs 
leading to degrees for 
ministry. This represents a 
drop from 78.9 per cent in 
1971 and 79.1 per cent in 
1970. 


THERE WERE jumps in 
the percentages of students 
working for degrees in 
ministry beyond the basic 
program and of those seek- 
ing specialized training, 
such as religious education. 


The percentage of first- 


year students in the 
seminaries was also down, 
from 31.3 per cent in 1971 to 
29.2 in 1972. 


The picture among 
denominational schools in 
1972 was extremely mixed. 


THE 50 U.S. Catholic 
seminaries showed a total 
1972 decrease of 1.5 per 
cent, compared to a 15 per 
cent increase from 1970 to 
1971. 


Four Canadian Catholic 
schools had the largest stu- 
dent increase of any group- 
ing. The jump was 26.7 per 
cent, or 100 seminarians. 


The 1972 figures showed 
that 34 of the 189 AATS 
members had 50 or fewer 
students; 85 had from 51 to 
150 and nine had more than 
500. The remainder have 
between 151 and 500 stu- 
dents. 


IN 1972, the schools had 
3,358 women students, or 
10.2 per cent of the total of 
33,036. There were 1,061 
black students, of whom 92 
were women. Black enroll- 
ment was up 16.9 per cent. 


Hispanic-American _ stu- 
dents totaled 264, including 
15 women. There were only 
65 full-time women faculty 
members of a total of 2,308, 
with 105 women among the 
schools’ 864 administrators. 


There were 136 black 
teachers and 22. black 
administrators in 1972, an 
increase of 15 teachers and 
one administrator over 
1971. 


AATS member schools — 
in two categories, fully 
accredited and associate 
members — _ had _ total 
revenues of $127,389,000 
and expenditures of 
$129,859,000.

ArchbishopHeston 
65, dies in Denver 


In DENVER, Archbishop 
Edward L. Heston, CSC, 
American-born president 
of the Pontifical Commis- 
sion on Social Communica- 
tions, died of a heart attack 
as he stepped off a plane at 
Stapleton Field. He was 65. 

The archbishop was a 
former secretary of the 
Vatican Congregation for 
Religious and Secular Stud- 
ies. He served as English- 
language press officer for 
Vatican II and two world 
bishops’ synods, where he 
was instrumental in open- 
ing the semi-secret pro- 
ceedings to the press. 


Enough violence, 
cardinal pleads 


In ROME, several 
thousands took part in a 
demonstration organized 


by Cardinal Ugo Poletti, 
Vicar for Rome, to protest 
the rising tide of political 
violence in Italy. 


“Silence in the face of 
outbreaks of violence and 
passion encourages them 
and spurs on their authors,” 
he told a congregation in 
the Church of St. John Late- 
ran. ‘We have had enough 
tyranny, violence, cruelty 
and hatred among 
brothers.” 


7 states clear 
life amendment 


In ST. PAUL, Minnesota 
became the seventh state to 
ask Congress for a pro-life 
amendment to the Constitu- 
tion to nullify the Supreme 
Court’s abortion decision. 


The resolution, passed by 
the state Senate and House, 
will be sent to Congress 
without Gov. Wendell 
Anderson’s signature. 
Aides said he would not 
sign the resolution. 

Meanwhile, a Senate 
Committee approved a bill 
to regulate abortions in 
line with the Supreme 
Court ruling.

He was summoned to 
Rome and after a quick 
trial, he was sent into exile. 
During this time he became 
a close friend of Msgr. An- 
gelo Roncalli. He predicted 
his friend’s election to the 
papacy and the summoning 
of an ecumenical council. 


Father Beauduin died on 
the eve of Vatican II, the 
council which was to 
endorse many of his 
pioneering ideas. His fas- 
cinating story is well told in 
this volume which is sure to 
please scholarly readers.
